


MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 
Penang 
July 1934 


Repaired Indian KGV PSE (old internal rate of 1 Anna) from Kallal, India to Penang, Straits Settlements, 
Malaya partly uprated by a horizontal pair of the % Anna of 1934 on the reverse all postmarked 5 JUL.34. 
The rate was 2% Annas and the deficiency %2 Anna. 

Also on the obverse is an Indian “10/ T C” indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes. The Penang 
arrival mark of July 1934 is on a vertical pair of the 2 cents postage due stamp of 1924.

Underpaid letter from Paganeri, India to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya postmarked 11 JLY.34 
on four copies of the % Anna of 1934 on the reverse. The rate was 2% Annas, the deficiency 12 Anna. 
On the obverse is an Indian “10C/ T” (Taxe) mark indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes. The 
Singapore arrival mark of 21 JY 1934 is on a copy of the 4 cents postage due stamp of 1926. 





MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 


Singapore 


August 1934 


Front only of an underpaid airmail letter from Guilford, Surrey, England to Singapore, Straits Settlements, 
Malaya endorsed “By D[utch KLM from Amste]rdam = Singapore’ with postage partly paid by copies of 
the 2d and 9d of 1924 postmarked 9 AU 34. The rate was 1/1d per % oz, the deficiency was 2d. 
There is a London “T/ L” (Taxe) mark and a manuscript “40” indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. The Singapore arrival mark of 21 AU 1934 is on copies of the 1 cent, 4 cents and 10 cents 

postage due stamps of 1924/26 making a total of 15 cents. 





MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 
Singapore 
September 1934 


Front only of an underpaid airmail letter from Guilford, England to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya 
endorsed “By Dutch Air Mail: Amsterdam to Singapore” partly paid by copies of the 5d and 6d of 1924 
postmarked 5 SEP 34. The Dutch rate was 1/= (v 11d via Imperial) and the deficiency was 1d. 
There is a manuscript mark of “720” indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes. The Singapore 
arrival mark of 20 SP 1934 is on a copy of the 8 cents postage due stamp of 1924.

September/October 1934 


Underpaid letter from Devakottai, India to Bayan Lepas, Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya partly paid 
on the reverse by copies of the % Anna and 1 Anna of 1932 postmarked 22 SEP.34. The rate was 
2% Annas and the deficiency 1 Anna. 

On the obverse is an Indian “___C/ T” (Taxe) mark in a circle and a manuscript “20c” indicating double 
the deficiency in gold centimes. The Bayan Lepas arrival mark of 4 OC 1934 is on a vertical strip of four 
of the 2 cents postage due stamp of 1924.

Unpaid letter from Devakottai, India to Bayan Lepas, Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya postmarked 
11 OCT.34 on the reverse. The rate, and the deficiency, was 2% Annas. 
On the obverse is an Indian “T/ 50-C* (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. The Bayan Lepas arrival mark on the reverse of 19 OC 1934 is on copies of the 8 cents 
and 10 cents postage due stamps of 1924.

Unpaid letter from Devakottai, India to Bayan Lepas, Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya postmarked 
11 OCT.34 on the reverse. The rate, and the deficiency, was 2% Annas. 
On the obverse is an Indian “T/ 50-C” (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. The Bayan Lepas arrival mark on the reverse of 19 OC 1934 is on copies of the 8 cents 
and 10 cents postage due stamps of 1924.

October/November 1934 


Underpaid letter from Negapatam, India to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya partly paid by a 
horizontal pair of the 1 Anna of 1926 on the reverse postmarked 27 OCT.34. The rate was 2% Annas 
and the deficiency % Anna. 

Initially an Indian “T/ 50-C" (Taxe) mark in a circle was applied on the obverse but this was an error 
and was deleted. A substitute Indian “10/T C” (Taxe) mark in a circle was then correctly applied 
indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes. The Singapore arrival mark of 2 NO 1934 is on a copy 
of the 4 cents postage due stamp of 1926. 





MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 


Singapore November 1934 


Underpaid airmail letter from Batavia, Netherlands East Indies to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya 
partly paid by a copy of the 12% cents of 1933 and two copies of the 5 cents of 1928 to total 22% cents all 
postmarked 26 November 1934. The total rate was 15 cents plus 10 cents air fee and the deficiency 
was 2% cents. 

There is a Batavia “T” (Taxe) mark in a circle and a manuscript pencil “16 2/3" to indicate double the 


deficiency in gold centimes. On arrival in Singapore an 8 cents Straits Settlements postage due stamp of 
1924 was applied which is postmarked 27 November 1934. 
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
